Mr. J. E. Letson, L-5 has contributed a list of the original proprietors of a grant 
of land given to a group of New England families who settled in the southwest portion 
of Nova Scotia in 1759. These families are chiefly from Massachusetts, but there are 
also families from Rhode Island, Connecticut, and what is now Maine. He also has a 
list of Marriages performed by The Rev. John Payzant, one of the early pastors in 
Queens county, for the period from 1792 to 1827. These lists may be of great benefit 
to members seeking information on families which seem to have disappeared about this 
time, and the thanks of the Society are due Mr. Letson for his donation to us. 


We suggest that you study carefully the queries as listed in our bulletins and should 
you be able to pass on any data that might benefit the querist, send it in immediately 
to the Editors.

The St. Peter (Minn) Commercial Advertiser in March 1876 carried this item: 


Baron Von Washington is the name of a Bavarian officer now in the German army 
One of this family, Baron Maximilian Von Washington, about twenty years ago 
married a Duchess of Oldenburg, a sister of the reigning Grand Duke of 
Oldenburg and of the ex-Queen of Greece. The family are of British origin, 
though when and why they went to Bavaria, or whether they belong to the English 
Washingtons of Brighton, in Northampton, whose coat-of-arms has been reproduced 
on the flag of the United States, is not known. 


It would be decidely interesting to have this genealogical problem worked out.

1651. Is rebuked for "intolerable excess and bravery of apparel," and is forbidden to 
wear gold and silver lace, or other such gew-gaws. 

1652 Coins Pine Tree Shillings and makes the business profitable. 

1663. Prints a Bible for the Indians. 








Buys 2 “hang up" Clock and occasionally carries a silver watch that helps him 
guess the time of day. About this period learns to use forks at table: a new 
fashion 
Is scared by Witches again, at Salem; but gets the better of them. 
Founds another College, which after a while, settles down at New Haven. 
Prints his Sirst Newspaper, in Boston 
Tastes Coffee as a luxury, and at his own table. 
Constructs another Platform,~-this time at Saybrook. 
Begins to sip Tea-very sparingly. It doesn't come into family use till five 
and twenty years later 
Puts letter into his first Post Office. 
Eats a Potato-and takes one home to plant in his garden as a curiosity. 
Is inoculated for the Small -Pox not without grave remonstrance from his 
conservative neighbors. Begins to sing by note, on Sundays, thereby en- 
countering much opposition and opening a ten years' quarrel] 
Manufactures tinned ware, and starts the first Tin Peddler on his travels. 
Sees Fanueil Hall built The cradle of Liberty is ready to be rocked. 
Builds an Organ: but does not yet permit it to be played ir the Meeting House. 
Buys a bushel of Potatoes for winter's use all his friends are wondering what 
he will do with so many. 
Puts up a Franklin Stove in his best room; and tries one of the newly invented 
Lightning Rods 
About this time begins to wear a collar to his shirt. When he can afford it, 
takes his wife to meeting in a Chaise, instead of on a pillion, as before. 
Shows his dislixe for stamped paper and joins the "Sons of Liberty" 
Tries his hand at Type Founding -not yet successfully-in Connecticut. 
Buys a home made Wooden Clocx 
Waters his Tea, in Boston Harbor. Plants Liberty Trees wherever he finds good 
soil 
Lights Boston Streets with Oil Lamps; a novelty (though "New Lights" had been 
plenty, some years before) 
Shows Lord Percy how to march to "Yankee Doodle" Calls at Ticonderoga to take 
lodgings for the season. Sends Gen. Putnam (under command of several colonels) 
with a small party, to select a site for Bunker Hill Monument 
Brother Jonathan as he begins to be called in the family-declares himself Free 
and Tndependent
